Search  begins  for  chancellor

The  search  for  a  new  chancellor 
began  Oct.  31  when  Purdue  University 
President  Sleven  Beering  met  for  the 
first  time  wilh  ihe  17  member  search 
and  screen  committee. 

In  a  letter  to  Donald  Brown,  vice 
chancellor  of  Purdue  Academic  Ser- 
vices, who  will  serve  as  chairman  of  the 
commitlee,  Beering  said  "In  order  to 
facilitate  the  administrative  aspects  of 
the  search,"  John  Huie,  executive 
assistant  lo  Beering,  would  serve  as 
secretary  lo  the  commitlee. 

Michael  Downs,  chairman  of  the 
IPFW  political  science  department, 
resigned  his  position  on  the  committee 
because  he  felt  the  commitlee  should  be 
chaired  by  a  local  member  of  the 
faculty,  community  or  administration. 
Downssaid  he  expressed  his  feelings  on 
this  matter  in  his  resignation  letter  to

Beering,  "I  thought  this  campus  was 
mature  enough  that  the  community, 
students,  faculty, ...  could  conduct  their 
own  search,"  said  Downs  Tuesday. 

Downs  mentioned  the  past  two  search 
and  screen  committees  for  chancellors 
at  IPFW  were  chaired  by  local  people. 
The  first  search  and  screen  committee 
was  co-chaired  by  Henry  Rood  and 
Waller  Helmke,  Sr.  The  lasl  search  and 


screen  committee  was  chaired  by 
Raymond  Pippert,  professor  of 
mathematics.  Downssaid,  "1  think  this 
established  an  important  precedent  on 
this  campus  " 

However,  an  undisclosed  source  said 
she  was  informed  by  Beering  it  is 
Purdue  policy  to  have  the  chairman  of 
the  commitlee  hold  a  higher  position 


than  the  position  being  filled.  This  was 
affirmed  by  John  Coggins,  dean  of 
students  of  Purdue  University,  West' 
ville,  who  said,  "We've  just  concluded 
one  (a  search  committee)  for  vice 
chancellor  of  academic  services  <at 
Weslville) ."  Coggins  stated  Ihis 
committee  was  chaired  by  Dale 
Alspaugh,  chancellor  of  Purdue 
University,  Weslville. 

Downs,  who  was  replaced  on  the 
committee  by  Clifford  Scott,  associate 
professor  of  history,  said  "I  was  op- 
posed lo  anyone  who  is  not  on  this 
faculty  or  who  doesn't  live  in  this 
community  to  chair  it  ilhe  search  and 
screen  committee)." 

Beering  was  unavailable  for  com- 
ment. Edward  Nicholson,  acting 
chancellor,  refused  lo  comment  on  the 
search  and  screen  committee,  advising 
The  Communicator  to  speak  with 
Brown  When  asked  if  he  has  declared 
his  candidacy  for  the  chancellor's 
position.

KetUer,  son  of 
Alfred  Kettler.  a  founding  father  of  IPFW.  is  a  past  [U  alumni  association 
president.

FDA  schedules  consumer  exchange  meeting

The  Food  and  Drug  Administration  (FDA)  has  scheduled  a  consumer  exchange 
meeting  on  Nov.  14  in  the  Ballroom  of  Walb  beginning  al  7:30  p.m. 

"We  will  be  looking  at  three  rather  large  issues,"  said  LynGoossens,  Consumer 
Information  Officer  with  the  FDA.  She  and  Allen  L,  Hoeling,  disUnct  officer,  will 
be  gathering  information  which  will  be  used  in  Congressional  testimony  during 
early  1936. 

One  issue  the  FDA  wants  opinions  on  is  whether  Kelloggs  is  mis-labeling  their 
high-fibre  cereals.  The  boxes  say  research  has  shown  low  fibre  diets  contribute  to 
the  onset  of  cancer  and  imply  that  eating  Kelloggs  hi0i  fibre  cereal  will  lessen  the 
chances  of  contracting  cancer.  This  has  caused  some  companies  to  complain. 

The  FDA  wants  to  know  whether  health  claims  on  food  packages  shotJd  be 
regulated.  "We  are  paid  to  be  doubling  Thomases,  "  said  Goossens.  The  ultimate 
question  is  whether  the  FDA  should  be  more  involved  in  food  labeling  than  it  is 
now,  said  Goossens. 

The  information  obtained  on  the  Kelloggs  issue  will  be  used  during  committee 
hearings  in  January  or  February,  said  Goossens. 


A  second  issue  involves  in-vilro  diagnostic,  or  self-testing,  products.  The  most 
popular  product  in  this  category  is  the  pregnancy  lest,  Another  well-known  self- 
lesting  product  is  for  cancer  of  the  colon. 

Whether  these  products  are  serving  their  intended  purpose  has  been  questioned, 
said  Goossens.  "The  labeling  must  be  simple  enough  so  people  will  understand  that 
these  I  products  1  arejusta  screening  process,"  said  Goossens. 

People  commonly  misinterpret  the  results  of  home  tests  or  get  false  reading  for 
one  reason  or  another,  said  Goossens.  Home  tests  are  not  foolproof  and  should  be 
considered  preliminary.  "It's  one  thing  lo  monitor  a  condition  and  another  lo 
diagnose  a  disease,"  said  Goossens. 

The  FDA  will  be  writing  new  regulations  on  self-test  products  during  the  next 
few  months. 

The  third  area  of  labeling  concerns  how  fats,  oils  and  cholesterol  should  be  listed 
on  food  labels  The  FDA  also  wants  to  know  whether  additional  public  information 
and  education  regarding  cholesterol  is  needed,  said  Goossens  Even  a  person  who 
eals  choleslerol-free  food  will  have  a  cholesterol  level  because  the  body  produces 
it.

Finally,  a  search  and  screen 
committee  at  IPFW  to  review 
candidates  for  a  "(ull-time  chancellor" 
has  been  named. 

We've  been  without  a  chancellor  for 
over  a  year.  Last  year,  the  upheaval 
over  Chancellor  Joseph  Giusli  leaving 
for  Washington.  D.C.  left  the 
administration  and  much  of  the  campus 
wondering  who  their  supervisor  was.  It's 
obvious  the  morale  and  eagerness  of  the 
faculty  and  organizations  has  been 
harmed  by  6uch  lack  of  leadership. 

Now  that  the  search  and  screen 
committee  has  been  named,  they  should 
keep  in  mind  several  factors. 

According  to  Purdue  President  Steven 
Beering,  the  new  chancellor  should  be  a 
proven  administrator  and  manager,  and 
an  experienced  teacher  and  scholar. 
That  is  exactly  what  IPFW  needs  right 
now:  a  solid,  proven  manager  to  redirect 
this  campus  toward  higher  excellence 
and  standards,        l 

Secondly,  the  search  for  a  chancellor 
should  be  a  national  search.  The 
candidates  should  have  the  respect  of 
university  administrators  across  the 
state,  as  well  as  across  the  country. 

Hopefully,  the  committee  will  be  as 
objective     as     possible     in     naming 


candidates.  We  assume  that  in  all 
professionalsim,  Beering  wilt  be 
impartial  in  choosing  the  new  chancellor 
from  the  selected  candidates. 

His  reputation  is  at  stake.  He 
promised  the  students,  faculty  and 
administrators  that  lU  programs  at 
IPFW  would  not  suffer  under  Purdue's 
almost  exclusive  control  When  choosing 
a  chancellor  he  should  keep  in  mind  that 
the  person  should  recognize  the  need  for 
liberal  arts  at  IPFW  as  well  as  the 
technological  programs. 

It  might  be  interesting  to  note  the 
make-up  of  the  committee.  It  is  chaired 
by  the  Purdue  Vice-President  of 
Academic  Services,  Donald  Brown.  John 
Huie,  Beering's  executive  assistant,  is 
secretary  to  the  committee.  There  are 
no  representatives  from  Indiana 
University,  Bloomington,  on  the 
committee.  There  are,  out  of  15 
representatives  from  IPFW,  only  two 
women  on  the  committee.  Where  has 
equal  representation  gone  in  these 
aspects? 

Let  us  hope  these  factors  do  not  hinder 
the  committee  in  finding  a  qualified 
candidate  for  the  chanceUor's  position. 

IPFW  can't  afford  another  misplaced 
chancellor.

22  record  companies,  who 
are  responsible  for  over  SO  percent  of  the 
nation;s  music  agreed  to  feature  P.G. 
warning  labels  on  music  albums  which 
include  lyrics  referring  to  explicit  sex, 
violence,  or  substance  abuse. 

Carrying  the  label,  which  reads 
"Explicit  Lyrics  -  Parental  Advisor>'," 
is  interchangeable  with  printing  lyrics  to 
the  songs  on  the  album  covers.

But  is  it?

A  solution,  while  not  being  a  simple 
one,  is  to  apply  the  rules  regarding 
censorship  of  pornographic  literature 
and  film  to  pornographic  music. 
Because  the  music  industry  cannot: 

—  rate  records  like  movies  without 
astronomical  costs. 

—  print  lyrics  on  albums  because 
music  pubhshers  own  the  rights  to  the 
lyrics. 

—  provide  printed  lyrics  to  radio 
stations  for  censorship 

—  control  the  actions  of  musicians. 

—  place  records  in  brown  wrappers  or 
behind  the  counter 

—  regulate  videos. 

If  "rock  porn"  is  to  be  defeated,  or  at 
least  controlled,  then  parents  need  to 
begin  at  home.  Show  your  children  you 
care.

koto  on  st^ge.  Music  from 
the  British  Isles  was  per- 
formed on  the  harp  and  the 
koto. 

Shakespearian  songs  were 
also  part  of  the  performance, 
Shaul  sang  the  lyrics  white 
playing  the  instruments.  The 
Japanese  koto  is  a  stringed

Ball,  the  men's  and  women's 
volleyball  coach,  as  well  as 
the  assistant  athletic 
director.  "After  lunch,  I 
work  with  the  volleyball 
team.  I  put  in  about  G-B  hours 
a  day,  or  12-14.  depending  on 
what  lime  of  the  year  it  is 
(during  volleyball  season). 
On  the  weekends,  though  it's 
all  volleyball," 

[n  addition  to  these  duties. 
Ball  is  involved  in  the  in- 
tramural program  at  IPFW. 
His  job  description  includes 
overseeing  and  advising  the 
student  workers  "!  make 
sure  everything  is  done 
correctly.  1  also  make  the 
decisions  on  any  problems 
that  we  may  have,"  Ball 
explains. 

Ball  was  originally  hired 
by  IPFW  as  the  sports  in- 
formation director,  and  then 
gradually  moved  into  the 
assistant  (o  the  athletic 
director  position.  "They  had 
a  reevaluation  of  the  needs  of 
the  program,"  Ball  says  of 
the  Mastodon  athletic 
department,  whose  ad- 
ministration mcreased  from 
(he  four  onginally  hired, 
Ball  coached  volleyball  at 
Harding  High  School  before 
becoming  IPFW's  coach  in 
I9B1,  and  majored  in 
physical  education  at  Ball 
State,  where  he  played 
volleyball.  "I  have  been 
involved  in  athletics  all  my 
life,"  he  comments. 

Many  changes  have  oc- 
curred in  the  volleyball 
program  at  IPFW  since  Ball 
first  became  coach.  One  of 
the  major  alterations  Ball 
lists  is  the  schedule  of  play. 
"We  were  in  Division  [II 
when  I  first  came  here 
( which  meant  we  were  not  in 
any  conference),  '  Ball  says, 
'Then  we  became  a  Division 
II  school  and  joined  a  con- 
ference iThe  Great  Lakes 
Valley  Conference).  The 
program  has  progressed  a 
great  deal  because  of  that. 
We    play    larger    schools 

An  additional  trans- 
formation Ball  has  seen  in 
the  volleyball  program  is  the 
athletes  themselves.  "When 
1  first  coached  men's  and 
women's  volleyball,  we  took 


whomever  walked  in  the 
front  door.  But  we  are 
recruiting  athletes  now." 
Ball  comments.  "The  level 
of  the  athlete's  per- 
formances and  the  quality  of 
play  obviously  has  gotten 
belter." 

Coaching  can  be  quite 
satisfying,  and  Ball  finds 
several  rewards  in  being  the 
Mastodon's  volleyball  coach 
"I  like  seeing  how  the 
student -athletes  progress, 
not  only  physically  buL 
mentally  and  socially  as 
well.  1  enjoy  the  contact  with 
the  players,"  Ball  says.  "I 
also  like  seeing  people 
who've  graduated  come 
back  and  relate  how  much 
they  enjoyed   being  here." 

The  men's  and  women's 
volleyball  teams  are  both 
two  of  the  lop  teams  in  their 
respective  conferences.  The 
teams  still  do  not  receive 
much  fan  support,  according 
to  Ball,  however.  "There  is 
parental  support,  and  the 
support  from  the  staff  has 
grown,"  Ball  says.  "There 
are  a  lot  of  positive  reactions 
to  the  teams,  and  Ihe  interest 
has  grown.  It's  not  where  ii 
needs  lo  be  though.  It's  hard, 
because  il's  a  commuler 
school  and  people  go  home  lo 
or  work  after  their  classes 
are  finished." 

Ball  also  attributes  some 
of  the  lack  of  fan  support  to 
the  press  media.  "We  need 
the  media  lo  be  able  lo  tell 
the  students  when  the 
matches  are  happening. 
They  gel  scores  in,  but  it 
doesn't  help  to  put  the 
student  body  in  the  stands 
after  il's  over,"  Ball  says. 
"The  athletic  program  is 
still  very  young.  It's  difficult 
to  develop  a  tradition  this 
soon  <  being  in  the  conference 
for  jusl  two  years)." 

Ball  continues  to  see  ad- 
ditional fan  support,  but 
notes  this  will  improve.  "It 
will  probably  take  about  four 
to  five  years  (lo  build  more 
of  a  tradition),"  Ball  com- 
ments. "I'm  beginning  to  see 
it,  especially  in  men's 
volleyball.  We  will  have  to 
continue  to  play  major 
college  teams  and  be  suc- 
cessful. It's  getting  better  "
